THE ENGLISH ELECTIONS. 

Tho most important intelligonco received 
by yesterday's mail is tho result or tho Eng- 
lish elections. So far tho return is exclu- 
Bively confined to England and does not even 
then include tho counties, or Oxford Univer- 
sity, but such as it is, it gives Eatmerston u 
working majority of twenty-seven. Ireland 
and Scotland will undoubtedly make tho 
margin much wider. The gonorul result of 
the elections does not seem to have nltered 
very materially tho character of the House 
of Commons. "Tho now House" Bays 
a London journal, •' will bo tho old ono a 
little invigorated." Tho most prominent 
aud certaiuly most important feature in the 
rocent elections is Urn return or Mr. John 
Stuart Mill for Westminster nud Mr. Hughes, 
the author of "Tom Brown, " for LsmbetU. 
There was a marked similarity in tho manner 
in which these gentlemen wero olectcd. 
lioth wore opposed strenuously by wealth, 
yet neither spent money in eleotioneering 
Tho liberal electors took them into their 
safe-keeping, worked unceasingly, spent 
their own money, and returned thorn. II 
example had any weight wo should find more 
purity alter this in English eleotions ; but 
"open voting, the only serious aud unmistak- 
able fallacy to which Mr. Mill subsoribea, 
is the standing barrier against either good 
exampie or wise precept. Where money or 
influence is made in nine cases out of ten 
tho great test, end not principle or general 
usefulness, something must bo rotten, and 
Mr Mill may probably find, when ho adds 
Parliamentary experience to his general stock 
ol knowledge, that the only remedy for this 
moral decay is to be found in the ballot. 
When candidates are beaten off the hustings 
or mobbed in the streets, when houses aro 
smashed and heads brokon, and when orderly 
communities aro turned for Iho nonce into 
something more ruthless aud lass oirlizud 
than North American Indians, it may bo 
questioned whether tho system that produces 
such a state of things is a wise one. On 
looking cursorily over tho results ol the recant 
elections wo find that rioting has been the 
order of tho day. At Nottingham, Rudders 
fiold, Taunton, Tavistock, Chippenham, 
Oricklade, Dudley, and other places the dis- 
turbances were scarcely to be put down by 
the civil authorities. At Dudley so comple- 
tely had the mob the control of the town that 
only n portion of the votes on ono •side could 
get polled and the Committee w<jre obliged 
to issue notices to the effect that they dec/li- 
ned to ask the supporters of their candidate, 
Mr. Tniscolt, to subject themsolves to seriou- 
personal dangor by venturing to record their 
vo.es. At Chippenham tho lury of the en- 
raged populace was directed against tho win- 
dows and furniture of obnoxious voters, 
and it was not until after midnight the work 
ol destruction had ceasod. Tho Vicar of the 
place, tho Kev. J. Kich, had made himself 
especially disagreeable, and tho mob, with a 
grim, diabolical humor, proceeded to the 
churchyard and tore up the tombstones, 
which they hurled with all tho force of a 
catapult at the rererend gentleman's house. 
Of courso all tills '» shocking ; hut it has be- 
come so much a part of electioneering con. 
tests in Great Britain that the subjeel 
scarcoly ever rues beyond a newspaper para- 
graph. Hid such scenes occur in Republican 
America or democratic Australia with uni- 
versal suffrage aud vote by ballot, wo should 
havo no end of homilies from tho English 
pross about tho anarchical tendencies uf a 
widely extended franchise, and tho corrupt 
experieuocs of secret noting. Outside tho 
riotin" we havo bribery in its moat repulsive 
form. In the very oontesl in which Mr. Mill 
was engaged, Grosvenor and Smith, the other 
candidates, were purchasing tho public houses 
at ruinous rates of competition. One hotel 
was offered by Grosvornur £loO, but Smith 
coming down with £300 the landlord bowed 
" in obedience to Smith. The latter gentleman 
was tho Conservative candidate, and although 
evidently the most extravagant with his 
money was defeated, Iho close of tho pt)ll 
showing Grosvenor, 4534-; Mill, 1520, 
Smith 3824. Tho two former were there- 
fore elected. Speaking of Mr. Mill dur- 
ing tho canvass, tho Spectator says :— 
" .Mr. Mill has sddiessod his Uommitteos and 
tho constituency of Westminster. In the 
first speech be showed the extant and length 
of his services to the Liboral came, which ho 
has defended for thirty years, and frequently 
in an apparently hopeless minority. He an.l 
Mr. Roebuck, for oxample, were at ono time 
the only two men who advocated self.-goveiit- 
mont for tho Colonies. On I'm second occa-, 
sion Mr. Mill told the electors .that ho pre- 
ferred being honest to being elected, and that 
he had for that reason frankly alludod to 
' crotchets' about which ho was almost sure 
not to bo asked. lie promised to support Mr. 
Gladstone, ar.d defined tha difference be- 
tween a Tory mid a Liberal— a Liboral being 
' a man who looked forward for his principles 
ol government, and a Tory one who looked 
backward for hi> ;' ' he was of opinion thai 
we had not yet arrived at u perfect model ot 
Government, and had uot seen such except in 
n inline ; but ho looked for it before, and not 
behind, anil lie saw that it lay in tho tman- 
oipatioh of the dependent classes. It lay in 
more freedom, more equality, moro re- 
sponsibility of oaoh person for himself.' " 
The iclurn of Mr. Hughes for Lambeth is a 
fitting accompaniment to tho oleotion of Mr. 
Mill for Westminster. No individual in the 
new House of Commons will prove himself u 
wanner sympathiser for tho cause ol the 
masses than this gonial member of tho liter- 
ary world. Probably scarcely inferior in

Commercial intelligence gonerully appears 
unfavorable, und some failures hud oocurrctl. 
Iloavy shipments of cotton und tons, made on 
uecuiiut of purtios in China, were soon to be 
heard from, and fears wero entertained that, 
with the arrival of the next European mail, 
iurther commercial embarrassment might en- 
sue.

At Sheffield, Roobuok and 
Hadtield are re-elected. Earl Russell's son, 
Lord Amborloy, had failed at Leeds. In 
Manchester, Edward Jame3 nnd Mr. Pa/.ley 
have been beaten by Jacob Bright and Abel 
Haywood. Mr. Leatham, John Bright's bro- 
ther-in-law, has defeated Sir Johu Hay, at 
Wakefield. Lord Palmerston, of course, 
succeeded at Tiverton, but a tory has been 
elected with him. Oddly enough, Brighton 
has returned a blind man. a Mr. Fawcett, 
but a capable und independent gentlemen. 
Fredeiick Peel has boeu defeated by Mr. 
Phillips, at Bury. 

But only think of it! all the temperance 
candidates have been left in the background. 
At Carlisle, tho great advocato oflhe per- 
missive bill, Mr. Lawson. n nephew of the 
lato Sir James Graham, has been dismissed 
because of his teetotal principles. A similar 
fato baa overtaken Mr. S. Pope, another tee- 
total advocate, at Bolton ; and at Hull Mr. 
Soumcs, the author of the Sunday beer bill 
has met tho samo fate. The trio founded 
all their claim lo distinction on their lempc- 
rnnco, and this, they will ssy, is the return 
cf an ungratelul public. 

Dr. I'ritchard, of Glasgow, convictad of 
poisoning his wife and mother-in-law, has 
conlessed his guilt- He wrote and signed a 
(ull conlesnion. Ho attributes all his onrne 
lo hia passion for his servant girl Mary 
Mnolood. He says : " I have reasons to be- 
lieve that Mrs. Pritclinrd was quite aware 
of this, and rather sought lo cover my wick- 
edness and folly. My mother-in-law, Mra. 
Taylor, came last February to our house, nnd 
caught Mury MacLood and myself in tho 
consulting room ; and tha day before her 
death, having apparently watched ui, she 
said to mc in the samo room, " you havo 
locked her iuto the cupboard," which was 
true ; but nothing more passed. I doclure 
Mrs. Taylor lo have died in the manner I be 
fore stated ; and I now believe her death to 
have been caused by an overdose of Buttley s 
solution of opium. The aconi>u found in 
that bottle was put in by mo afler her death, 
and designedly left tharo in ordor to provo 
death by misadventure, in onso auy inquiry 
should lake place," Speaking of his wife, 
he adds : " hardly knowing how to act, at 
her own earnest requost I gave her chloro- 
form. It was about midnight. Mary Mac- 
|ood uas in the room, and in an evil moment 
(being besides somewhat excited by whiskey) 
I yielded to tho temptation to givo her suffi- 
cient lo cause dealh — which 1 did. I teel 
nuw as though I had buen living in a species 
of madncsp since my connection with Mnry 
Macleod ; and 1 deolaro my solemn ropent- 
aneo of my crime." 

The baptism of the infant Prince, son of 
the Prince of Wnloo, look place on I lie I4lb 
instant at Windsor Castle. The sponsors 
were tho Queen of Denmark, represented by 
her Majesty the Queen, tho King of Hano- 
ver, represented by Prince Edward of Saxo-

The Earldom of Breadalbane and otteu- 
sivo estates of the lato Marquis, and others 
of the annual value of jL'70,000, are now the 
subject of litigation in the House of Lords. 

In consequence of tho opinion expressed by 
the House of Commons, tho resignation ol 
the Lord Chancellor, Lord Westbury, has 
been accepted by her Majesty. Lord Cran- 
worth is his succesnor. 

An election riot occuired at Chippenham 
on the 12lh. From £2.000 to .£3.000 worth 
ol property was destroyed by tho mob The 
police station was broken open. 

Last winter hor Mnjosly ordered n two- 
hunded spinning-wheel to bo made for her 
use. A photograph ol her Majesty sitting 
by the spiuning-wheol lias since been taken. 

Prnnco hns just achieved another victory 
over England — a M. liuillacq, of Ansin, hav- 
ing sent over some powerful pumps for mines 
at Newcastle. 

The 6th annual mooting of tho Voluntoers 
of tho United Kingdom, aommenood at Wl,n 
blodon on the 10th instent. Thero is every 
appearance of the gathering boing oven more 
sucoosnfnl than preoodiny meetings. 

Tho authorities of tho City of London have 
been making a raid on illegal betting houses, 
and In sevoral instances fines to the extent of 
X20 and oosts wore InUicicd. 

'I ho Honorable Hioliard Betholl was before 
tbe London Court of Bankruptcy on the 8th. 
His debts aro estimatod al £25,000— ono ol 
tho creditors being Mr. Wolch, tho Registrar 
of thu Leads Bankruptcy Court. 

An individual who has bsen for some timo 
" wanted" by his creditors in Bristol, has 
just boon disoovered in the Benedictine Mon- 
astery of Ignatius nt Norwalk, clothed in thu 
full habiliments of a monk of that order. 

Tho mutch batwoon Iho Paris Cricket 
Club and oleven officers of tha COth Rifles, 
2nd Battalion, terminated on the 9lh in the 
victory of thu former, with eight wickets lo 
sparo. 

A frightful aocident occurred ot tho Queen's 
Theatre, In Hull, on tho 8th. A cry was 
raised that tho roof was falling and tho pooplo 
rushed to tho doors in crowds. One man uow 
lies in a procarious condition, und vory many 
otherH aro seriously bruised. Tho sccno is 
described us most heart rending. 

A now lorm of applause is becoming com- 
mon in tho London theatres. Tho audience 
when pleased with any expression or sotiti- 
mant uttered by llio actors, rarely clop tlioir 
hands and shout "bravo!" but adopt tho 
parliamentary uxprossion " hoar 1 hoar I" 



AUSTRIA. 

'I he Minister ol W ir has announced that 
in consideration ol tho llnunoial position of 
the country, and taking into account political 
circumstances, the Emperor had ordered ilio 
reduction of tho army iu Italy and Dalinatia 
lo a complete peace footing. 

EGYPT. 

Tho cholera is diminishing considerably 
in Alexandria. The Bulletin of thu 5th inst 
announces tho number of deaths us 137, of 
which 118 were from cholera. Al Cairo the 
epidemic remains stationary. The Nile hud 
been rising sensibly lor the lust lew ihijs. 
The deaths at Alexandria on the 12th were 
55. Reports from Cairo, Damonhour, Zaza- 
nig and the surrounding villages were lar 
more fuvorablo.

Paris, July 18. — A fire broke out in 
the Commercial Hotel. A high wind 
wus blowing ut I he time, and thu lire 
spread rapidly to the adjoining buildings, 
destroying tho stations of tho Grout 
Western and (Jrand Trunk Railway Com- 
panies. Three young women, servants in 
tho Commercial Hotel, were burned to 
death. The loss of property is estimated 
at $25,000. Tho lire originated in the 
servants' bedroom of tho hotel, and is sup- 
posed to have been from carelessness of 
or.o of tho girls, who wus addicted to novel 
reading, 



The Dunkirk Coal Company, or Astley 
Deep Pit, Dukiofiold, has been on fi:o for 
several days, and, notwithstanding every ex- 
ertion, night and day, to check its progress, 
the tiro keeps increasing. 

It is oaloulated that within thirty years 
there have been in Spain about 50 different 
premiers and 400 ministers, so frequent havo 
been tho changes in tho cabinet. 

An authorised contradiction is given to u 
statement that Baron Rothschild had "or- 
dered" the Juw eleotors of London to plump 
for himself. 

Tho Queen of the Sandwich Wands arrived 
at Southampton on the 13th instant by the 
steamer Tusmunian, on a visit lo hor Mnjesly 
Queen Victoria, 

FHANCB, 

Tho Patrie says— " We are enabled to 
state that Franoo and England, with a view 
to tho preservation of the peace and general 
conciliation, have eomo lo an agreement 
upen the prinoipal questions whioh may re- 
sult upon Hie prosent question of American 
ulfuirs." 

I Abd-ol-Kador and Marshal McMuhon 
have had interviews with the Emperor. 

It is whisporod thnt tho Emir had expres- 
sed himself willing to assume tho rulo of 
Algeria as a leudatory to France. This is 
probably premature, but still Iheio might 
be something in it. 

Abd-el-Ksder is tho lion of tho day in 
Paris. Ho takes his drive daily, and seems 
gritiilied at the marks ol respect shown him. 

In Paris there is a good deal of diarrhea, 
but the Asiatic pestilence has not yet made 
its appearance ; the heat is tremendous. 
Humors have been current ol an outbreak at 
Marseilles, but they do not appear to have 
been correct. 

France has had a terrible railroad accident 
of bet own. It occurred on tho Marseilles 
railway. Tho Indian mail train and another | 
came inlo collision und tho cars were piled 
up on each olher, and tbfl driver of the In- 
dian mail train was killed. Tho catastrophe 
took place in the opon country, ut a distance 
from any town, and ihe wounded persons lay 
for three hours before uny surgical assistance 
could be obtained. The scene was most hor- 
rible. The numerous victims were lying 
ubout pell mull among tho fragments ol tho 
car'iuges, exposed to the burning rays of iho 
sun; Iho greater pint had iheir legs or thi-hs 
crushed. Cue unfortunate young wjmuu 
about to become a mother bad both her legs 
broken, and with her last brealh gave birlti 
tu a child. The agent who was accompany- 
ing ona of Ihe trnins had both his legs cut off 
und died on the spot. At tho last moment I 
learn that tho total number of killed is six 
aud tho wounded thirty eight. Gonorul Du- 
cros, with his wile, his two children, and two 
servants, wero passengers on the train Irom 
Marseilles, But at one of the Intermediate 
stations, tho general having perceived that 
two curriagos had boeu added lo the end of 
the train und wero both empty, got into them 
with his family in order to be less crowded. 
A few minutes later, the carriage which ho 
had just quilted was (mashed lo atoms, und 
most of the passengers in II more or less in 
jured, while the general and ull with him 
escaped unhurt. 

They huve succeeded in catching fish in 
Franco by means of an electric light. The 
light was produced by a powerful electro- 
magnetic machine coustructeil by M. Bnzin, 
tho well known engineer. Tho experiment 
was conducted byM. Bazin on board the 
Andalouae, in the presence of 1,500 persons. 
The light, in n lantern, was submerged in die 
water, und Ihe fish camo to it in shoals while 
thu fishermen caught them in their nets. M. 
Bnzin is shortly lo proceed to Bona, in Al 
geria, and establish a coral fishery by the as- 
sistance of his electric light. He proposes 
iu the meantime to descend full -100 feet into 
the sua, and explore what ho calls ihe 
" depths of llio oceun" with his mbiiiurioe 
instruments. 

Whilst preparing Ihe ground for the con. 
slruction of a new boulevard iu Paris, the 
workmen discovered several cart-loads of 
human bones, supposed lo bo thoso of the 
victims of tho Iteign of Terror, including 
Marie Antoinette und Louis XVT, 

Last week a duel took place in Paris be- 
tween Count Uomidoff and a Spanish mar- 
quis, in whioh both were severely wounded. 
The cause of ihe due! is slated lo bo ''unfit (or 
publication." 

The report of a European Congress created 
a great sensation on the Bour-o, und sen! up 
prices immensely. The Patrie aemi-ollicially 
contradicts the rumor. 

In Paris there are moro Americans at the 
present timo than was ever known. Some 
ol the largest Parisian hotels aro ulrnost ex- 
clusively filled with rioh Americans. 

A steam piano litis arrived from America, 
at tho Hippodrome, Paris. It is in tho form 
of a locomotive, but its piogross in musical 
art is not rapid. 

Prince Napoleon, it is said, hus arranged 
a journey to ICamschalka, with the view to 
scientific pursuits, und will bo accompanied 
by several naturalists. 

ITALY. 

The Italian Government has presented a 
report to the Ring upon ihe recent negotia- 
tions with K ane. The negotiations, it ap- 
pears, were adopted at Ihe request ol llio 
Pope, too Italian government stipulating 
that tho conferences should bo strictly e n- 
finod to iho filling the vacant sets and olher 
ecclesiastical mailers, all polilioal questions 
i being entirely excluded. At the commence- 
ment of the negotiations the Papal govern- 
ment exhibited a conciliatory disposition, but 
subsequently, from soma unknown influence, 
the Papal government altered its tons nud 
became exacting, which ended in the negoti- 
ations being broken ell.
